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Sir: 

Applicants' undersigned counsel notes the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance attached with the Notice of Allowability mailed on January 25, 2008. The reasons set 
forth by the Examiner refer only to some of the features in independent claim and are not the 
only reasons that all of the claims are allowable. 

With respect to independent claim 1, the prior art fails to disclose or suggest a method 
for mass producing carbon nanotubes, comprising: synthesizing a plurality of carbon nanotubes 
to a first length on a plurality of synthesis sites carried by a first substrate; interrupting the 
synthesis of the plurality of carbon nanotubes; supporting a free end of each of the plurality of 
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carbon nanotubes from a second substrate; separating the plurality of synthesis sites from the first 
substrate; and resuming the synthesis of the plurality of carbon nanotubes at the plurality of 
synthesis sites to lengthen the plurality of carbon nanotubes to a second length that is greater than 
the first length. Dependent claims 2-25 depend either directly or indirectly from independent 
claim 1. Accordingly, each of dependent claims 2-25 is believed to be allowable based upon at 
least the allowability of independent claim 1 and, furthermore, upon other features set forth in 
dependent claims 2-4 but not discussed herein.
